Bigtiteeu years ajfo. but few physi- 
and surgeons tiad a more exten- 
rapotatlon thui ttw a ecB a wi l 
He was a man of superior intellect, a 
constant reader, and was up on all 
disMaes the hnman family heirs, 
■fffateen years aRo lie met with 
an accident at Burlington, Iowa, 
where he was practicing; was terribly 
crushed, many boma brtof bnlnn, 
and since that occurrence he was an 
invalid, but at times did coDsider- 
•bia otiea pnetiea. Ha waa not only 
well posted in the profession, but was 
well versed in tlie current history of 
the country, and wai, wtm feeling 
well, an interesting conversationalist- 
The doctors of this county recognized 
him as a learned pliysician, giving his 
opinions weig>it. 

His boyhood days were spent in Co- 
lumbia and its vicinity, liis ancestors 
baviBf bMn bom and nared in the 
county, and when he returned to this 
place, about live years ago, lie told tlie 
wrttertliat he eapeeted to end hfe 
days here, that the town lelt luore 
like home to him than any other 
place. When the Civil war came Dr. 
Waggener was living either at Greens- 
burg or Muufordsville. He enlisted in 
the Confederate army, joining his un- 
ele'B company, Capt. Jote Adair, 
South and was in a number of 
After the iirst two 
er hoetilitiic be waa transferred 
from capt. Adair's company, Gen. Jo 
Lewis' regiment^ to Morgan's com- 
mand, serving until the war dosed. 
Soon after peace waa declared he took 
up the study of medicine and gradu- 
ated from three medical institutions, 
located respectfully in LoniavUle, 
Philadelphia and New York. 

Ue came from an old arristocratic 
funflvand ww proud of hie Ifaaage. 
, He was a son of thomas Waggener 
abd a grandson of £dmuDd F. Wag- 
gener ^d was bora at Greensburg 
^J^S'VMKJt years ago. 
Til e deceased was a member of the 
Presbyterian church, but no 
funeral discourse was deli ve red. 

The reading of passages of scripture, 
song and prayer at the grave

As we are informed, he was a victim 
of atomaeh txonbie, and waa on Ihe de- 
dine for more than a year He was a 
man of excellent character, making 
many friends at his adopted home. 
He was industrious, and starting in 
life a poor boy, his plq^ and energy 
accumulated a very good estate. For 
many years he was a general mer 
chant, but growing tired of confine- 
ment, he purcliased a tine farm where 
hedfed, taUi* thedaepaettatenat in 
its cultivation. 

Early life he made a profession 
of hie teltAi in Chriat-, unltad with the 
Baptist Church, living a consistent 
member until called to his reward. 

The deceased' many Adair county 
friends will be sorry to learn of his 
passing, and liradfordsville has sus- 
tained a great loss. There is no way 
to estimate the grief that lingers with 
the wife and six children, and the sur- 
viving brother. The exact age of Mr. 
Kemp ia not Inowntoua, bat we be- 
lieve he was sixty-two or three years 
old. The writer knew him from a 
boy and at all times regarded him as 
a atanneh, upright citizen.

Ro^'ers. son of Mr. W. T. Rogers, who 
was reared in the Keltuer neighbor- 
hood, and who waa well luiown in the 
Western part of Adair county, was 
seriously sliot at Ctiattanooga, Tenn. 
Young Rogers is a druggist, and was 
preparing to close Ilia store for the 
night, when two negroes entered and 
asked for change. While they were 
being accommodated they oommedced 
shooting. ^ One ball entered Mr. Rog- 
ers' breast at ttie nipple, passed 
throogh him and lodged in a boy clerk 
of the store The negroes escaped. 
Tiie family of Mr. W. R. Myers, this 
place, ia rdated to Mr. Rogers, and a 
letter to them states that while the 
wound is serious the patient has a' 
fighting chance to recover. 



Candidate for county offices will novg 
get busy with petitions to get on the 
ballot. The primary law says that 
candidates seeking party nominations 
may circulate their petitions ou and 
after May 3, and must be filed with 
the County Court Clerk not later than 
July 3. Any nominating petition 
cireulatad before May 3 win be de- 
clared worthless and will disqualify 
tlie candidates from getting ou the 
ballot. Candidates are required to 
have on their petitions the irignatores 
of not less than 3 per cent, and not 
an excess of 10 per cent, of the voters 
of the party in which they seek the 
nomination. This is based on the 
party s vote for President at che last

A farmer once wrote to Hor- 
ace Greeley's paper and asked 
him if lime was goodlon potatoes. 
The great editor answered that 
he did not know, but that he 
knew that butter was. 

Lime is good on potatoes and it 
is good on most any kind of land 
to raise any kind of crop. The 
farmers of Hardin county are be- 
ginning to realize this fact more 
and more each year. They are 
having occular demonstrations of 
the very poorest farm in theeoon- 
try being eonvertad into the moat 
prodoetiTa by the free naa of 
gnamd Hm eato n e. Wa are firm- 
ly of the opinion that the poor 
fanna of Hardin eounty ean ha 
inereaaedinprodnetlvenaaa fifty 
per eent. by tha oae of a ton to 
two tone of ground limeatone to 
theaera. Fiva doUata an aere 
in ground limestone will in five 
years add twaitfj doUara an aere 
totiiavalneof one half of tha 
cultivated soil 6f Hardin ooimty. 
This atatament ia not based upon 
mere theory but upon estaUidied 
facts and praetical demonstra- 
tions made in several sections of 
Hardin county. Take the Rose 
farm, three miles east of iUizft- 
bethtown, which now grows as 
fine alfalfa and clover as nearly 
any farm in Hardin county. We 
remember when this farm, be- 
fore it was liberally treated to 
lime, would not sprout black eyed 
peas. There are other instances 
elsewhere in the county. Use 
lime and use it abundantly upon 
your thin soil and especially your 
soil which is acid and you will 
get a bigger return than any- 
thing you can do for the land. 
The commercial fertilizer, if you 
get the right kind for your soil, 
will be good for one crop, but 
lime will last for ten or fifteen 
years. — E-Town News.
